Washington. Nov. 22.— President 
Caceresof the Dominican republic 
wu shot Sunday afternoon h he 
left the houae of Leonte Vasquez. 
at San Domingo city, where he -had 
made a call. He died half an hour 
later in the American legation, 
whither he w»a taken The first 
shots of his assailants, Luis Tejera 
and Jaime Mote. Jr.. were not effec- 
tive. 

The wounded president first 
sought shelter in a stahle adjoining 
the American legation, but his as- 
sailants pursued him thither and 
closing in upon him. fired more 
shots. Frienda of President Caceres 
dragged him, in a dying condition, 
to the American legation, where re 
died at 5:30 o'clock. 

AN ASSASSIN HIMSELF. 

President Caceres' somewhat 
"tormy career is recalled by officials 
here who are familiar with the pecu- 
liar DoVninican temperament. It is 
rumored that the president himself 
Was the slayer of the redouhtable 
old dictator, Hereaux. in 1899, as he 
alleged, in self-defense. 

Baptist Missionaries Safe. 

Boston, Nov. 21. — Cablegrams re- 
ceived at the headquarters of the 
American Baptist Foreign Society 
here today show that with the ex- 
ception of Dr. and Mrs. Wm. R. 
Mora-*, who are remaining at Cheng 
King, West China, all of the mis- 
sionaries of the society in West China 
have either arrived at Shanghai or 
are on their way there. 

Four of the society's missionaries 
are still shut up in ChonTau, among 
them being S. D. S. Dye of Ohio. 

Toronto, Can., Nov. 21. — A cable- 
gram was received here to-night an- 
nouncing the safe arrival at Shang 
hai of twelve Canadian missionaries 
with their families front the .prov- 
ence of Sze Chuen, which has been 
practically cut off from communica- 
tion for several weeks.

The Musee (iultnet of Paris has 
just acquired a priceless treasure, 
provided that it will bear investiga 
tion better than did the notorious 
tiara of the Loaera a few years ago. 
M. Guimet, whose name the museum 
bears, is an antiquarian and a vol- 
uminous writer on antiquities. He 
seems quite satisfied that he has add- 
ed to his collection a ring of the time 
of Kameies II., who fl >urished about 
1.300 years before our era. 

The ring was acquired from a 
family of Grenoble in whoee posses- 
sion it hnd been for long years, and 
the former owners produced docu- 
ments which satisfied M. Guimet as 
to the authenticity of his acquisi 
tion. The ring bears hieroglyphic 
inscriptions showing that it graced 
the hand of Nefritarimeri Mout.one 
of the wives of the once powerful 
monarch of Egypt. 

The ring is of thick gold carrying 
a carnelian stone rtctangular, large 
and flat. The atone is inclosed in 
gold and the ring itself is ornament- 
ed with a filet or gold. The stoon 
tells the story in hieroglyphics said 
to represent the king and Nefritari- 
meri. The perfection of the entail- 
lure i3 considered a roof of thegenu 
inene8s of the ring, for the modern 
engraver seldom succeeds with that 
sureness of cut which is the wonder 
and admiration of all who are famil- 
iar with tbe engraving of the an- 
cients. 

The ring, we are further told, al- 
though gracing the hand of a court 
beauty of Egypt in the depths tf 
past ages, would not be much sought 
after by a fashionable lady to-day- 
London Globe.
